Surrender of 10,000 Egyptian Troops — 
The Khedive Restored to Power 
—Wolseley Says “ The 
War is Over.” 


LONDON, September 15,—The war office 
has received the following dispatch from 
General Woleslev: 

‘‘BENHA, September J15.—General Lowe 
has occupied Cairo. Arabi Pashaand Toulba 
Pasha have surrendered unconditionally. 
Ten thousand troops at Cairo have laid down 
their arms.“ 

THE KHEDIVE GOING TO CAIRO. 

ALEXANDRIA, September 15.—The Khedive 
and Sir Ed ard Male, Brifish Con-ul-Gen- 
eral, will proceed to Cairo as soon as the road 
is open. Al! «ff rs of -ubmission must be 
made to the Knedive nominaliy, but by ac- 
tual surrenderto Gen. Wolseley. It appears 
that Kafr-el-Dwar has not yet been occupied. 
Negotiations for*its occupation are expected 
to be concluded this afternoon.

LONDON, September 15.—The latest ad- 
vices from the seat of war show that the ad- 
vance guard, having arrived at Cairo by rail, 
were received with great rejoicings, and all 
the officia's who were connected with the re- 
bellion have made submission. Arabi Pasha 
and Toulba Pasha are both virtual prisoners 
at Cairo. The wounded are at Kassassin; 
chere are fifteen cfficers and 245 privates from 
Tel-ei-Kebir; they are treated antiseptically 
and are doing well. There is no want 
of ice. Great admiration is expressed for the 
plans of Gen. Wolseley and their successful 
execution The basis of operations 
was settled before he left England, and he 
stated that on September 15 he would strike 


the decisive blow at Telel-Kebir, A deputa- 


tion visited the Khedive at Alexandria with 


pledges of submission and loyalty from the 
inhabitants of Cairo. The railway is intact 
between Cairo and Alexandria. The depu- 
tation consisted of Butras Bey, Reouf 
Pasha and Ali Pasha Raabl. They 
stated that in Wednesday's battle the 
rebel forces consisted of 30,000 regulars, 7,000 
Bedouins and 3,000 volunteers. They stated 
also that when Arabi arrived at Cairo 
he was stoned by the natives. The Khedive 
gave a grand banquet in honor of Gen, Waod 
and Admiral Doweil. Sir Edward Malet and 
the British Consulate were present. The 
English losses in the battle are: 9 officers 
killed with 45 men, wounded, 22 officers 
and 330 men. Tue enemy’s*ioss is estimated 
at 1,500 killed and wounded. The British 
troops took possession of the fortifications of 
Kafr-el-Dwar Thursday afternoon. A num 
ber of deiegations ask that further progress 
ofthe army be stopped, but Gen. Wolseley 
insists on meeting them in Cairo. It is 
reported that tbe Prefect of Police bas 
arrested Arabi. Damieita has offered to 
surrender, The Sultan, in congratulating 
Gen. Wolseley, asks that the humiliation of 
an advance into the interior be spared the 
Eayplians. The General referred him to 
London for a repiy. The press of Europe 
unite u their praises of Wolseley’s qualities, 
aud the victory is tne principal topic in ail 
the capitals,

JAIL DELIVERY. 


Seven Thieves Escape’ From the Louis- 
ville Bastile. 

LOUISVILLE, Kx., September 15.—The first 
successful jail delivery that has occurred in 
this city for several years was successfully 
carried out this morning, and by it seven of 
the hardest characters confined were given 
their liberty. The exodus seems to have 
been the outcome of a carefully laid plot 
which had been matured through anumber of 
days, perhaps weeks, and it is evident on the 
face of affairs that the prisoners have been 
materially assisted from outside the walls. 
It seems that the prisoners, seven of the 
worst in the jail, managed to capture the 
night watchman and then get possession 
of his kevs, with which the vard 
gate wasunlocked, The names of the men 
are Frank Zeuler, John Fietcher, Heary 
Williams, James C. MeK ey, Thomas Riley, 
Wm. Baldwin and Thomas Middlecamp. Al! 
are white men and, with 4 
couple of exceptions, are notorious. 
thieves. Zeuler, Fletcher and Williams, were 
in on a charge of counterfeiting, having 
waived an examination and were awaiting 
final examination in the United States Circuit 
Court. They have been known in police cir- 
cies a number of vears and have several times 
been arrested before on various charges.

The Verdict Quashed. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., September 15.—The 
verdict in the case of Miner and Rerdell has 
been set aside, and they have been granted a 
new trial. 


Miner’s Counsel Speaks. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 15.—In the 
Criminai Court, Henk!e, counsel for Miner in 
the Star Route trial, filed various sffidaviis 
upon which he based his motion for a new 
trial. Merrick said: I find some motions on 
file fora new trial in the case of the convict- 
ed defendants, accompanied by statements 
setting fortha variety of reasons, and by 
some affidavits. Among tue reasons is one, 
namely: that the verdict is itself unreasona- 
ble. As counsel for the Government of the 
United States [am not disposed to put ‘on 


file a consent to the granting oi this motion; 
but as counsel for the United States I fee! it 
my duty not to oppose it. The Government 
of the United States itself is not 
satisfied bv any means with 
this verdict. It 18 4 verdie 
which subjects masters to re-trial and con- 
victs servants and minions. The jury pre- 
sumablv found evidence of a conspiracy to 
defraud the United States, and ok 
an overt act so as to create comuleted crime 
under the statutes of the United States. That 
having been found by the jury prior to their 
determination of c@pviction of ‘guilty against 
Rerdeiland Miner, there was left for them 
~ome {nquiry as to who was in the conspiracy.” 

In the circumstances of the case, consider- 
ing the rather incoherent character of this 
verdict, I think it willbe safe forthe court 
to assume what is considered by counsel on 
both sides to have taken place in the jury- 
room, and I will award a new trial. 

Tobriner, one of the jurors, happening to 
be in the court-room, vas called to the wit- 
ness stand, and testified to the reading of the 
statement by D-cksoo after the retirement of 
the jury. He said the jury voted iu the offi m- 
ative upon the question as to whether the 
paver should be read. 

The Court—Whai I wanted to know was 

« hether the jury had violated the directions 
ofcourt. That verdict of guilty, then, as to 
Rerdell and Miner is set aside, not only on 
account of the misconduct ofthe jur:, but | 
may say on account of its 
general nreasonableness. Not that 
the court Would have made this decision un 
that ground alone, because the uareasona- 
bleness of the verdictis forthe jury rather 
than „the court, unless its un- 
reasonableness shocks the court. 
These two men seem to be at two ends of the 
line. I: did not seem to my mind that they 
could have gone into the conspiracy with: u 
having had any of the others along with them, 
but the jury tnought they could, and I would 
not have disturbed the verdict oa that er und, 
but when I] see that the verdic: Was made uy 
by ajury that were discus+ing otber matier: 
that were in ev dence, of course my duty is 
plain—to set the verdict aside. As to the ac- 
quittai of Peck, who is dead, 1 hope bei- 
ucq uitted every here. e were 
now trying bim, As to Tu 
ner of course the verdict stauds. The 
court grants a new trial, therefore, as to ail 
except Turner and Peck. Miner and Rerdel: 
were thea released ia $10,000 bail each, Vaile 
and Williamson becoming eurety for the 
former, and A. C. Richards for the latter. 
December 4 was fixed as the date of the new 
trial and court adjourned. 
It was apparent to all men that, deeply 
guilty in point of morals and laws as Rerdeli 
and Miner are, the crime they perpetrated 
vas the scheme and device of the others. 
Now, sir, the Government of the Unite: 
States can not consistently with its diguity 
object by practical resistance to the motion 
made to set aside such a verdict, and brivg 
to trial again both masters and servants in 
order that full justice may be done. Th: 
Government of the United States seeks no 
victim. It seeks simply justice, and when the 
verdict apparently trifles with justice 
it cannot meet the approval of the govern- 
ment of the United States. * 

Mr. Uenkle then read the grounds upon 
which he based his motion for a new trial 
and then read Foreman Dickson’s sworn 
statement, which has already been published.

Jumes Lancaster Replies to McCarthy’s An 
davit and Answers Certain Questions. 


The charges receutly preferred by Callaghan 
McCarthy, the helper employed in the Water 
Commissioner’s office, against his superior 
officer, Jan.es Lancaster, have occasioned the 


following correspondence: 
ST. Louis, September 8, 1882. 
James Lancaster, Esq., Tapper. 
Sir—On the 6th September, Callaghan Mo- 
Carthy, formerly employed as your helper, 
ave me a paper containing the following: 
tate of Missouri, City of St. Louis—ss. 
Personally appveared betore me, Francis 
Vaile, a Notary Public within and for the city 


ot St. Louis, and State of a, 


McOarthy, of lawful age, who being duly 
sworn upon his oath deposes and says as fol- 
lows, to wit: 

On the 22d day of October, 1881, I saw James 
Lanesster break the locks off the White 
Patent Stop-Boxes’’ which were put in by the 
St. Louis Gas Light Company at Nos. 3320, 3322, 
3324 Lucas place, Locust street, all the prop- 
erty of a Mr. Brennan, and after breaking the 
locks he put rocks and brickbats in the boxes. 
I also saw him ace rocks and brickbats in 
the gas boxes at Nos. 2615, 2617, 2619 and 2625 
Lafayette avenue. I also saw him break the 
lock off water stop- box at No. 2828 Lemp avenue, 
all in the city of St. Louis and State of Mis- 
souri. I do not make this statement through 
spite or malice, but for the sake and in the 
cause of truth, justice and honesty, and to 
place myself right before the community.

In each case I found the box to be of the first

McCarthy’s affidavit would indicate that you 
deliberately destroyed the eflicacy of the 
White box so far as the patent device prevent- 
ed the pipe from being filled,and color is given 
to this view of the case trom the fact that you 
are the patentee of the rival box most in use. 
However, there may be some explanation ot 
vour connection with the matter that 
would justify a less severe opinion of your 
conduct in the premises.

1. Did you, as alleged in McCarthy’s affida 
vit, break the boxes and fill them with 
stones? 

2. If so, in what manner did the breaking 
oeceur; did you visit the localities expressly 
tor the purpose; or were you at work in the 
neighborhood; did you use any tools in chip- 
ping offthis cast iron projection, or in what 
way did you get the iron broken? 

3. Was it utter and in consequence ot con- 
vorsation with other parties interested in the 
sale of stop boxes, or with any employe of the 
city or Water Department, that you broke 
the covers as alleged? 

4. Are vou in any manner pecunfarily inter- 
ested in tue rate or the use of the ‘‘ Lancaster 
Stop-Cock Box?!

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 


What the Secretary Says About the Work 
Done by the Committee. 


A POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning met 
Mr. Aibert Arnstein, the secretary ofthe Rus- 
sian Relief Committee, and thé complaints 
made by the refugees were spoken of, when 
Mr. Arnstein stated thatthere is no founda- 
tion whatever for them. 

„Well, how is it that there so many without 
work?’’ 

There are not many without work. We 
have obtained situations for nearly all 


who have come, and there are now 
not over ten for whose welfare we are solicit- 
ous. I will state that in the last six months we 
have received and provided for 509 emigrants. 
In that number there are almost certain to ve 
some malcontents. This relief committee is 
organized notto support these people during 
the remainder of their natura) lives, but merely 
to give them a start, and in six months these 
people should have been abie to sustain them- 
selves; but these growlera are men who 
have been supplied with all the neccssaries 
of life wben they first came and for whom 
work was obtained. ‘They do not want to 
work and expect that we have to keep them.’’ 

How about the salary question?’’ 

Oh, that is almost useless to deny. The 
committee know that I have never received a 
penny for any work that I have done, 
nor hes any other committeeman. 
It has been altogether a mission of charity 
with us, and pot one cent can be expended 
without the concurrence of the whole com- 
mittee in open meeting, and instead of re- 
ceiving any compensation the committee 
have individually been the most liberal sub- 
scribers. We had a fund of $5,000, to which 
was added $4,000 received from the Mullanphy 
Board. This bas ail been expended. We 
have supplied homes aud paid rent 
and in some cases have had to purenase some 
housebold utensils, but we now cousider our 
labors over. We believe in the American 
motto, Every man for himself,’ and after 
placing the means af subsistence in the hands 
of these men we expect them to take care of 
themselves. Ifthey refuse to work our con- 
nection with them ceases. Other emigrants 
come here and shift for themselves at once, 
and they have to get aiong. These refugees 
are no better, and after they have been cared 
for for six months, we propose to drop them. 
Our labors will cease with the éurrent month, 
und we wiil make a comprehensive statement. 


It is certainly disheartening to think 
that our motives are 4 impugned, when 
we have labored in pure charity, 
and instead of being mercenary 


in the matter, have advanced our own money, 
as we now are spending our private money for 
their benefit. The personnel of the committee 
will prove that none would accept Com penga- 
tion in a matter of this ind.

His serenity was followed by escorts 
of knights in armor; the local fire depart- 
ment; the hook and ladder department; 
Company G, State Militia; the Magie City 
Prophets, illuminated by red and white fire; 
a float representing the Carnivora; another 
float depicting Abraham’s Sacrifice, and a 
third one containing the May Queen, crowned 
with flowers and aitended by the Queens of 
Love and Beauty. 

Float No. 4 represented Washington cross- 
ing the Delaware. An Indianin the stream 
guided the Father’s boat and occasionally 
gave vent toa blood-curdling whoop. 

The King and Queen of the Carnival came 
after Washington. They were seated ona 
triumphal throne and dispensed royal favor, 
with lavish hands. The sixth and last float 
represented a volcano in a state of eruption. 
The illusion was perfect; but while passing 
the Grand Central Hotel a too lively eruption 
occurred, setting fire to the float and entirely 
consuming it and the wagon on which it Was 
constructed. Two of the horses were badly 
scorched. This was the only contretemps. 

All the spectators were more than satisfied. 
The general impression was that Moberly 
had been well repaid for taxing her 
resources in the manner she had done, 
After the procession was over a rush was 
made to Apgar's Opera-house, where the 
Magic City Prophets’ ball was to be held. 
This was the largest and grandest entertain- 
ment of its kind ever held in Moberly, and 
was quite on a keeping with the brilliant dis- 
piay which had preceded it. About (ten sets 
were dancing at one time upon the floor, and 
the devotees to the muse of the many tink- 
ling feet“ kept the ball going till quite day- 
lignt. The whole of the festival was really 
quite a big affair. Moberly deserves great 
praise therefor.

Two or three hundred soldiers were 
formed in lines as though to prevent us from 
voing far aside. We were spown to large 
arm-chairs with red arms And blankets 
thrown over the backs The chief magistrate 
satin one well removed from us, white his 
attendants stood by him. Three interpre ers 
sat midway between the two groups. Our 
captain would speak to the one of these who 
understood Eugiish; he would translate it to 
a second, and.the latter would repeat it to 
the wagistrate in Corean. The couversation 
was slow, but that didn’t matter, as there 
‘wasn’t wuch to say. Some Corean wine was 
passed around. It was vile stuff. Then 
male servants entered, lookteg like women 
through their hair being braided 
oenind. Each bore a table and placed it in 
front of a visitor. On every table were 
twelve dishes of food. One contained the 
livers, gizzards and hearts of frogs and 
chickens mrxed with rice and some kind of 
dressing; another, pork and vermicelli, an- 
other, sliced cold ruasted pig; another, raw 
chestuuts covered with something like mo- 
asses; another, some sweet stiff in bright 
colors. There wasa soup with rose-leaves 
floating on it; also, various kinds of sweet- 
meats. Besides this, we each had a cup of 
tea and a bottle of wine. The Magistrate 
poured out a cup ofthe wine aud sent it to 
Ur captain, Who formally drank tue host’s 
health. The cup was immediately dropped 
in oa bowl of water and returned to the 
Magistrate, who téok it out, filled it and 
drank with accompanying grunts. This 
ceremony was repea ed all down the line, 
which must bave filled him pretty full, for he 
emptied the cup every time. The rest of the 
Coreans then attacked (heir bottles. Five 
musie ans took a position on the porch. Their 
instruments were the tam-tam, which is a 
-inzle-neaded drum, suspended by a string, 4 
drum with two heads and basket work Cyi- 
inder, two reed instruments of bamb»o, and 
a bamboo flute. e noise was dreadful, but 
happily brief. Upon a sigax) the servants 
removed the disues and brought us tobacco 
tosmoke.

Southern Russia n Ww rejoices in the capture 
aud iucarceration offone Mxumai, who is a 
Russian editioa of the late Mr. J»mes, of 
Mi-souri. For ascoie of years be has Deen a 
‘error of that porn of the empire. Last 
October be was arrested and locked up in 
vrison st Nicolaeff. Al:hough famous as a 
prison breaker, tne auiborities appear to 
have placed no special watch over him, and in 
consequence he neariy esesped by digging a 
subterranean paseage 100 feet long from bis 
cell tothe outer all. Prison excavatious 
are s0 common in Russia thatthe only merit 
about Mama's was the length of it, but it was 
an uncommon feature in his case that he 
should have been discove ed at last through 
the treachcry of a fellow prisoner, since honor 
prevails among thieves in Russia as eise- 
where, and the traitor bimseif would have 
had a chance lo e-cipe Witt the rest as soon 
as the passage was finished.

The Duke and Actres. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The sudden and tragic eadiog of the life 
of Mademoiseiie Feyga.ae lu the apartments 
af the Due de Morny at Paris i of siguifi- 
cance mainly as marking a tendency in the 
unabits of the young actiesses of the Comedie 
Fraucaise in these late days. The preity goa- 
desses of the Francaise were aiways fond of 
Dukes and Princes and the gentiemea have 
not beep at all backward in Javisbiog their af- 
fections and purses and chai\aciers upon the 
wadewoiselies of the Comedie Fraucai-«e. It 
bus been a very pretty aduiration society. 
Tae Rachels, the Berabardts aud the Croi- 
zeites all went this way. But these actresse: 
minded their art, were women of 
brain and of genius, Worked bard and 
caugnt men’s hearts by the briliiaace of 
their dramatic powers. Lt is not, then, In her 
liking forthe Duc de Moruy’s apartments 
that Mademoiselle Feygbive was peculiar, bul 
ia the grade aud quality of ber powers of 
fascination. The feminine stars of the Com- 
edie F: ancaise to-day are uo. women of gen- 
ius, that win men by the sungicams of art 
aud mental superioriy. Mademviselie Fey- 
ghine bad neither the genius nor the industry 
to captivate princes by ber drama ie art, and 
having caught the Duc de Morny by a lower 


influeuce he naturally grew weary of her, and 
she, having lost her hear@and head together, 
has just ended her poor life with a pistol. 
No doubt art is better than passion, but the 
marvel is that the ruined actress did net end 
De Morny’s life as weill as her own. 


Meyerbeer’s Stinginess. 
From Tempie Bar. 


Meyerbeer was a genius in the highest 
sense of that term, but it is undeniable that 
he was mortal, and had his very weak points 
at the sume time. 

Two of these were his unworthy anxiety as 
to what the critics wouid say, which made 
him crouch before the smallest scribbler who 
corresponded with some villiage paper that 
bad perhaps three readers and one subscrib- 
er; and he was parsimonious in any matter 
where bis immediate success was not con- 
cerned. But this parsimony was only to 
himself. He could be and was generous to 
others. He refused himseif every enjoyment, 
even considerations for his health did not 
culweigh his economical principles, whereas 
for a success he lavishly threw away any 
amount of money. I will give some facts in 
support of this. Meyerbeer was once in a Ber- 
lin Keller where they sell those small tempt- 
ing delicacies which help the consump ion of 
wine. Having had a little Brodchen (a smail 
anchovy sandwich) and still feeling a little 
appetite, be approached the barmaid—I guar- 
antee the fact because I heard it—and ask 
ed, de uid he have a quarter Brodchen?’’ 
(Ein Viertel Brodchen.) When the barmaid 
said they did not sell. quarters, he went cff 
disappointed, walked up and down for ful: 
two or three minutes, and having then taken 
a violent resolution, he again addressed the 
barmaid, inquiring could he have half a one? 
Again she refused, mentioning that the rule 
of the house was never to sell less than a 
whole sandwich. Me erbeer reflected, Wa k 
ed up and down several times, and then went 
away without taking another one, whole or 
part. Herein London, when he was suffer- 
ing from a climate and from the water which 
he drank, I advised him to drink good claret, 
such as he used to have in Paris, and his an- 
swer was: “Y pensez-vous? do you know 
what claret costs in this country? I could not 
get a bottle under three or four shillicgs!”’ 
And be dd not have it! Ou the other 
hand, the expenses which he willin lv in- 
curred for his operas are well-kn wn. Even at 
the height of his fame, when, after havisg 
produced the pumber of brillant grand 
operas before mentioned, he took it into bis 
head to write forthe Opera Comique L- 
E:oile du Nord,“ **Dinorah,” and <o on, he 
contracted to pay the maximum of the re- 
ceipts tothe manager for sixiy nights, that 
is to say, he guaranteed 6 000 francs a night 
(then the meximum), whether ‘he sale of 
tickets brought as much or not. Ose opera 
brought that sum oniy thirteen nights, and 
for forty-seven nights he had to fiil up the 
gap in the treasurer’s book. Then he in- 
creased the success by all possibie fivancial 
means; such as a mise en scene of the most 
ext aordiary kind, press gr.icies and so on. 

His anxiety to secure good criticisms cost 
him a great sum, and one of his publishers 
told me that of the millions of francs thai 
Meyerbeer’s operas brought, be himself nad 
never made as much as 150,000 fra c (£6,000). 
I can only understand this strange result vy 
the fact of his iavi-bing right and left large 
sums for all sorts of exiraordinary cont: iv- 
ances, for great outlay to secure the rveat- 
est singers, and to pay those journals zien 
he couid bur. 


A Mystery of Castie Garden. 
From a New York Special.

COMING TO THEIR SENSES. 

We observe that a convention of the retail 
liquor dealers of Michigan yesterday resolved 
to resist Prohibition, and to begin the fight 
by organizing an Association charged with 
the duty of suppressing the low class of 
saloons by rigidly enforcing the law against 
them. This is astep in the right direction. 
But it does not go far enough. The best 
protective association the retail liquor deal- 
ers can form just now, the only kind that 
can break the back-bone of the Prohibition 
movement, is one which will protect the law 
of the land from violation by the saloon in- 
terest—an association tbat will transform 
that interest into a strictly law-abiding one— 
an association that will bring its whole moral 
force and all the rigors of the law to bear 
against every saloon that is not conducted 
strictly as the law directs and intends, always 
orderly, always closed in good faith at the 
times the law requires them to be closed, 
never selling liquor to minors or drunken 
men contrary to law. 


which has been so firmly sustained by public 
sentiment and so triumphantly enforced at 
last, did not originate in any purpose or ex- 
pectation of totally suppressing gambling. 
It was directed against a form, of gambling 
which had made itself an organized power 
in politics and placed itself above the law, 
dictating nominations to both parties, cor- 
rupting the administration of  pub- 
lic affiirs and vicidusiy bulldozing elective 
officers to such an extent that the 
people became justly jealous of its 
influence and alarmed at a power which 
could so openly trample on the laws. The 
great strength of the Pronibition movement 
to-dsy grows out of a similar jealousy of 
the political influence which enables the sal- 
oons to openly violate andnullify the whole- 
some laws enacted to regulate them. If the 
liquor houses are wise, they will take warn- 
ing from the fate of the gambling-houses 
that Were so prosperous and powerful a year 
or two ago. 

The cvils attendant upon' the liquor traffic 
are vastly more eonspicuous iu this coun- 
try than in Europe. In the first place 
climate bas a good deal to do with the 
effect of stimulants upon the temperament. 
In Europe money is scarce with the common 
people. They have not the means of exces- 
sive indulgence. Tbey are trained to hu- 
mility and patient subordination. They 
never carry weapons. When they do get 
drunk, the dread of imprisonment for dis- 
orderly conduct keeps them quiet till they 
are ready to go to work again, 
sober and repentant. But here nearly every- 
body has sufficient money for protracted 
sprees, and is accustomed to a spirit of free- 
dom and self-assertion easily excited to a 
dangerous pitch. The extreme vicissitudes of 
our climate make us impulsive and hot- 
blooded. Nearly all the young men go armed, 
and the effect of over-indulgence in stimu- 
lants is seen in the shocking frequency of 
fatal affrays and other emotional crimes 
directly traceable to liquor, which are not 
punished according to law, because juries 
seem to have fallen into a way of sympathiz- 
ing with or excusing the perpetrators as 
the inberitors of a national trait or disease. 
But while the liquor traffic is arraigned as 
the cause of a great part of these unpun- 
ished crimes and their consequences, the 
ruined homes, the tears of women and the 
sufferings of innocent children, it has more 
to fear from the popular jealousy and an- 
tagonism which it aroses as an organ'zed 
political influence, potent enough to violate 
the law continually, openly and with Im- 
punity. Any other business appearing as an 
organized power in politics and violating the 
law thus, would arouse a dangerous feeling 
against it. Oaly by looking to it that their 
business shall cease to occupyits present 
law-defying position can the liquor dealers 
disarm this antagonism. The genius of our 
people and institutions is naturally averse to 
such legislation as the Prohibitionists pro- 
pose, and if that deplorable innovation upon 
our methods of government shall be adopted 
it will be mainly due to the persistent flaunt- 
ing of the lawlessness of the liquor business 
in the faces of the people.

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GREEK VS. TURK. 

The Sublime Porte is drawing down fur- 
ther trouble on its country’s head, by another 
attempt to evade compliance with the terms 
of the as yet unfulfilled treaty of Berlin. That 
treaty enacted that Turkey should cede to 
Greece a portion of the provinces of the 
Epirus and Thessaly, the boundary line being 
clearly deflued by the conférence. 

For upwards of three years Turkey re-

fused to make this concession, but ultimately, 
on seeing that Europe was thoroughly de- 
termined about the matter, consented. Now 
she claims that the new frontier passes to the 
south of five cities along its course, and that 
these point’ will, in consequence, still be- 
long to Turkey. Greece thinks differently, 
and Europe supports her opinion. Turkey is 
consequently concentrating on the Thessa- 
lian frontier as many of her half-starving, 
shoeless troops as she ean muster, and is 
showing fight to enforce her claim. This 
brings the young kingdom of Greece before 
the world as a belligerent. 

The standing army of Greece is little more 
than 30,000 strong. By calling out her re- 
serves—all former conscripts under the age 
of forty years—and by making use of the 
more eflicient conscripts still under arms, 
she might have at her disposal three times 
this number of men, fully one-half of whom 
would be required for frontier defense. The 
modern Greek is a fair soldier—brave and 
impetuous; but the Greeks lack efficient 
officers. The Turks, of course, could outstrip 
them in numbers, but not in strength, pro- 
vided the proffered services of several dis- 
tinguished foreign officers be accepted. Un- 
der these circumstances the Greeks would be 
quite a match for the Turks by land. 

It is difficult tosay exactly how tbe two rivals 
contrast as to navy. Turkey once had a 
eplendid marine armament; but so many of 
the vessels have of late been either sold or 
mortgaged to supply the inmates of the im- 
perial seraglio with daily ‘bread that the 
number now available for service is a matter 
of conjecture only. Greece has nine or ten 
good men of war; still these would be in- 
sufficient even for coast guard purposes if the 
actual strength of the Turkish navy be one- 
half of what it was a decade since. 

But Greece is looking to her navy. The Gov- 
ernment recently voted 30,000,000 drachmas 
—$6,000,000—for the purpose of strengthen- 
ing the fleet with four newiron-ciads. In 
making this addition to the armaments of the 
country, the Héllenic Government not only 
bad in view a possible rupture with Turkey 
and the state of affairs inE gypt, where the 
Greeks have always been the most 
numerous section of the foreign resi- 


supposed secret designs of Austria. TRI- 
CONSIS, the Secretary of the Navy, is re- 
solved that the Greek fleet shall in future 
keep pace with that of the Austrian and 
Turkish Empires, irrespective of expense. 
Modern Greece is only in her infancy; but 
her people are ambitious and enterprising. 
Theydo not appear wiliing to be imposed 
upon, and if Turkey persists in attempting to 
bulldoze them, she will become sensible of 
another heel upon her already prostrate 
form. Some lively music on the Grzxco- 
Turkish frontier is quite within the range of 
the probabilities of the next few days. 


CoOL. JAMES N. BURNEs has the reputation 
of a great financier, and the Democracy of 
the Fourth District put aside some very 
strong objections to him when it nominated 
him for Congresa on the ground thathe was 
at once the most capable man of affairs and 
the ablest expounder of Democratic prin- 
ciples in Missouri.

General Arthur, it is said, will not return be- 
fore the first of November. He will then have 
been absent about three months, or a quarter 
ofayear. Thereturn of the members of the 
Cabinet is not expected much seoner. Some 
oftbem lett here long before the President 
left. Méauwhile neafly every department as- 
sistant and head of a bureau, besides a con 
siderabie share of the working force, will have 
taken his tour Of inspection, his janketing or 
other trip of pleasure at the public expense. 

The Presidentis sworn to see that the laws 
are executed. As the head of the Govern- 
ment, itis his dutyto see that others do their 
duty, and that there iseconomy in the ex- 
penditure of the public money, 8o far as it de- 
pends onthe prompt and intelligent execu- 
tion of the law.

The 
section concludes by stating that persons 
taken as Security on such bond shall make 
aflidavit that they have at least $1,000 in real 
estute free from all claims uf debt aud exempt 
from homestead. 

by ‘‘householder’’ is meant the person who 
has the control and dictation of the household 
affairs, the Owner, or, in case of a rented 
house, the person actually paying rent for the 
premises. In this sense it hus been held by 
the Collector that there can be but one house

own, rent, or reside in a house, they are to be 
considered as constituting collectively a single 
household, and to be entitled joiutly to one 
vote.

or four really successful ventriloguists now 
living, although many espire to such honors, 

The reporter opened theinterview with the 
simple question, ‘‘How cap an ordinary man 
ever become a ventriloquist?’’

THE USE OF A NAME, 


Retaliatory Action of the Howe Company 
Against an Ex-Manager, 


A few days since a suit Was filed by Thomas 
M. Cochrane against the Howe Machine Com- 
pany, Claiming $30,000 for the use of his name 
on accommodation paper to the extent 
of upwards of $1,000,000, The com- 


panv, through W. B. Homer, has entered 
aretaliatory suit to-dayin the United States 
Circuit Court against Mr. Cochrane claiming 
judgment on two notes tor $35,000 aud on ac 
count: for $12,000. The Howe Machine Com 
pany is an incorporation Of Connecticut doing 
an extensive sewing machine business 
in this and other States. Cochrane 
was the company’s agentin St. Louis. The 
attorney alleges that Cochrane’s management 
was not satisfactory to the company and he 
was removed. Upon an investigation of the 
iccounts, itis claimed, it was shown thatthe 
locai agent was indebted to the company in 
the sum of 835,000, for which Cochrane 
executed the notes now sued on. A subse- 
quent serutiny of the books, it is alleged, 
sowed the shortage to amount to an addi- 
tional sum of $12,000. Several years have 
elapsed since Cochrane’s relations with the 
company ceased, and latterly he has been 
pressed for ajsettiement. The company was then 
met, says Mr. Homer, with a suit for accom- 
modation indorsements. The ex-manager 
alleged that his signature was giver tothe 
company’s paper at a time that it was hnan- 
cially embarrassed. Local accommodation 
was extended by the banks here on paper of 
the Howe Company with the usual second 
nume which was that of its local agent. As 
Commodore Garrison figures prominently in 
the management of the Howe Company, its 
officers ridicule the idea of its naving been 
embarrassed and state thatthe ex-manager’s 
suit was only filedior the purpose of securing 
publication and that he has 
bo claim ou account of his 
indorsements, which appeared to be a cus- 
tomary thing with local managers when 
money was needed. The company admits that 
it has lost about $300,000 in the business of thia 
section through ineflicient Management and 
misappropriation of funds,
